STAFF at Crown post 
offices - including Walsall 
and Willenhall - are due to 
stage a strike tomorrow 
afternoon (Friday) in a row 
over jobs, pay and closures. 

Members of the Commu¬ 
nication Workers’ Union 
(CWU) will walk out for half 
a day from 2.30pm, follow¬ 
ing a strike last month. 

The union is campaigning 
against plans to close or 
franchise dozens of Crown 
post offices, saying more 
than 800 jobs will be hit. 

List 

Walsall, Willenhall and 
Cannock Crown post offices 
are on a list of more than 370 
due to be hit by strike action. 

The CWU said more 
details of the strike action 
and picket lines would be 
released nearer the day and 
it is not yet clear how many 
members will take part. 

It was announced earlier 
this year that Willenhall 
post office has been ear¬ 
marked for a move to a shop, 
prompting a campaign to 
save it. Bosses are seeking 
retail partners in a bid to cut 
losses of £40 million a year. 
They say branches will 
remain open if these cannot 
be found. 

CWU deputy general sec¬ 
retary Dave Ward said: 
“Flawed plans to close or 
franchise 76 offices are 
meeting robust opposition in 
communities across the 
country.” 

Case review 
after death 

A SON charged with griev¬ 
ous bodily harm of his 
elderly mother is facing a 
fresh investigation after she 
died of her injuries. 

Ian Henderson was 
arrested after his 86-year- 
old mother Lilian was found 
with head injuries at her 
home last month. She has 
since died in hospital. 

Police spokesman Pete 
Edney said: “The Crown 
Prosecution Service is 
reviewing the case.” 

Henderson, 61, who lived 
with his mother in Stephen¬ 
son Avenue, Beechdale, was 
last month remanded in 
custody to appear before 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court on June 13.

NEARLY £20 million will be invested in 
new affordable housing in Walsall this 
year as the borough’s biggest social 
landlord develops run-down sites as 
part of a three-year project. 

Seven vacant sites in Walsall are due to be redevel¬ 
oped under plans by Walsall Housing Group - whg - 
who hope to complete 194 homes by March next year 
using a variety of Government grants and lending to 
fund the project. 

The initial investment is part of a larger plan to provide 
more rental housing in the borough. This will include a 
further £20m being spent between 2014 and 2015 as they 
complete 200 extra homes at a further seven sites. 

Mark Tranter, Head of Development said: “This is one of 
the first major social housing schemes in Walsall for a 
number of years. 

“We have planned these developments in 
response to local housing needs.“We are 
very excited about the building schemes and 
we think we have made a positive commit¬ 
ment to the area.” 

Work has already begun on the £7m Bar¬ 
racks Lane site, opposite Blakenall Village 
Centre, that will see 73 homes built to strict 
Government guidelines for modern homes, 
similar to those completed recently in Wells 
Place, Bloxwich. 

Projects 

This will be followed by smaller projects 
in Curtin Drive in Darlaston, Kempthorne 
Gardens in Bloxwich and Deakin Avenue in 
Brownhills. 

The group hope to end the year by begin¬ 
ning work on their largest housing site in 
the scheme at Harrowby Road. 

This site will include both homes for rent 
and for sale. There are plans, due to be sub¬ 
mitted next month, for 72 rented homes and 
159 private. 

Whg have also started improving some of 
the borough’s older housing stock, includ¬ 
ing several blocks of flats which are being 
brought up to date with work to improve 
energy efficiency. 

“We have had a really positive response 
from tenants that we have helped,” said Mr 
Tranter. “Our strategy as a non-profit 
housing company has always been a balance 
between managing our other properties and 
growth.” 

Local firms will be used at half of the sites 
and the group have established apprentice¬ 
ship programmes so that future builders 
will be trained as part of the construction

ALLOTMENT keepers are buzzing with 
excitement as the council offers consulta¬ 
tion on an innovative bee keeping scheme. 

Gardeners at Walsall’s 37 allotment sites 
are being asked for their opinion on plans to 
introduce bee hives. 

Working with partners including the 
British Bee Keeping Association, Walsall 
Council has looked into the ways they can 
support bee-keeping at borough allotments. 

A study at Cartridge Lane Allotments in 
Rushall has already provided evidence that 


having bees on site can provide environmen¬ 
tal benefits, such as improved crop yields. 

Councillor Doug James is behind the plan 
and has been the owner of an allotment plot 
for a number of years. He said nationally 
there were concerns about a drastic decline 
in the bee population and concern about the 
impact on the pollination of plants. 

“With all the gloom and despondency 
around as the result of an extended winter it 
is a buzz to have such a positive take off for 
a ‘Bee Active’ campaign,” he said.

Long term 
plans to 
boost rail 

IMPROVING rail links to 
boost the transport network 
through Walsall remains an 
aim over the coming years, 
council chiefs say. 

There are long-term plans 
to re-instate the Aldridge 
and Stourbridge line, while 
the multi-million electrifica¬ 
tion of the Rugeley to Birm¬ 
ingham route is to be carried 
out. 

It emerged recently that 
more than £2m needs to be 
ploughed into highway and 
pedestrian improvements if 
plans forge ahead to close a 
level crossing in Bloxwich. 

The plans to block the 
crossing at Reeves Street 
have been put forward as 
part of the electrification of 
the Walsall to Cannock line. 


Consultants to make daily rounds at hospital 


CONSULTANTS’ ward rounds are to be 
increased to increase to seven days a week as 
part of attempts to reduce mortality rates at 
Walsall Manor Hospital. 

They were increased to six days last year 
following an internal review of death rates 
by Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust. 

The intention is to provide a full seven- 
day consultant presence because of 
increased death rates at weekends, a report 
said. 


It is part of efforts by health chiefs to con¬ 
tinue reducing death rates,including an 
£800,000 investment in nursing staff - the 
equivalent of 41 extra posts - over the past 
two years. 

Lower 

It comes as an independent report 
released this week says Walsall Manor is 
showing lower than expected mortality in 
the most recent 12 months, having seen 


higher than expected rates and a continuous 
increase from 2009-10 to 2011-12. 

The report revealed concerns over the 
availability of beds and services in palliative 
care, and the amount of time patients spend 
in hospital. 

Hospital chief executive Richard Kirby 
said: “Ensuring our hospital mortality rates 
are as low as possible is central to delivering 
our promise to our patients that they will be 
in safe hands in our care.” 


He added: “We are pleased that, as a result 
of our actions, our hospital mortality rates 
have improved and have now been better 
than expected for a hospital of our size for 10 
months in a row. ” 

Councillor Marco Longhi, the chairman 
of the health scrutiny panel which commis¬ 
sioned the investigation, said: “Members of 
the scrutiny panel have repeatedly sought 
assurances from health colleagues.”

for up to 60 businesses. 

It comes after a funding 
boost of more than £500,000 
from the Department for 
Transport during the next 
two years. Over £350,000 
has been allocated in this 
financial year and will go 
towards improving one of 
the borough’s busiest com¬ 
mercial corridors. 

Middle 

Ray Rowan is managing 
director of the property let¬ 
tings business Walkfern Ltd 
which caters for a dozen 
businesses from a building 
in Middlemore Lane West. 
He said long standing com¬ 
plaints have been made 
about the poor condition of 
the road despite some 
repairs being made. 

Mr Rowan said: “The 
businesses are desperate for 
this. There are people that 
have to drive down the 
middle of the road to avoid 
the holes. 

“I have been steadily on to 
the council and several 
eople in our building have 
een calling in asking when 
it is going to be repaired. 

“We are talking about one 
of the major commercial 
routes. If it isn’t the worst 
road in Aldridge, it has got to 
be seriously close.” 

He explained how a 
scooter business has difficul¬ 
ties taking machines onto 
the road due to fears of 
damage to their machines. 

Roads have been badly hit 
by the winter freeze. 

Transport chief Council¬ 
lor Tom Ansell said: “The 


Department for Transport 
has allocated £540,000 to 
Walsall Council for highway 
maintenance, which will be 
split across the next two 
years. 

“There will be £352,000 
for the financial year 2013- 
14 and £184,000 for 2014-15. 
This extra funding is not 
only a welcome boost to 
repair roads and footpaths 
that have been left deci¬ 
mated by the recent snow 
and icy conditions, but in the 
longer term encourage eco¬ 
nomic growth and support 
local communities. 

“Middlemore Lane West 
has been identified in the 
current three-year highway 
maintenance programme as 
a high priority and we 
propose to allocate the 
£352,000 towards the cost of 
its resurfacing, with the rest 
coming from existing 
highway maintenance 
budgets,” he added. 

More than £22 million 
has been ploughed into 
highways improvements in 
Walsall over the last six 
years, say council chiefs. 

The money was spent on 
repairs and resurfacing 
schemes between 2007 and 
2013, according to trans¬ 
port bosses. 

The majority was 
invested in Bentley and 
Darlaston North, where 
£2.4m was allocated, while 
£2.1m was pumped into the 
network in Palfrey. The 
lowest amounts were in the 
Bloxwich East ward, where 
£282,000 was set aside, and 
Bloxwich West where 
£370,000 was spent.

Meat theft leads to prison sentence 


A HEROIN addict who stole £70 
worth of meat from a supermarket 
to raise drug money, after he failed 
to get his methadone prescription on 
time, has been jailed by magistrates. 

Ricky Hamilton had gone into the 
Co-op store in Great Wyrley and was 
seen by staff taking the meat and 
trying to hide it under his jacket. 

He left without payings, staff gave 
chase and saw Hamilton throw the 


meat to the ground before jumping 
into a car and getting away. 

Cannock magistrates heard how 
staff managed to take down the reg¬ 
istration number, which was traced 
to Hamilton’s mother’s address. He 
was later arrested. 

Mr John Peel, prosecuting, said 
some of the meat was able to be 
resold, however the shop was unable 
to sell £20.24 worth. 


The 29-year-old of Providence 
Lane, Walsall, admitted the charge 
of theft along with breach of a 12- 
month suspended sentence passed 
in January this year. 

In mitigation, Mr Ian Henry said 
he told Hamilton he was “foolish 
and idiotic” as it would mean a sus¬ 
pended sentence, issued for a similar 
offence, being activated. 

He added Hamilton had been too 


late to pick up his methadone pre¬ 
scription and so had to go two days 
without it. He stole the meat out of 
desperation to pay for drugs. 

Chairman of the magistrates Mr 
John Britton activated the six-week 
prison sentence. He added a further 
four weeks for the most recent 
crime, to run consecutively, 
meaning Hamilton will serve a total 
of 10 weeks in jail. 


Gas mains work is 
to cause disruption 


MORE than 17 miles of gas mains are to be 
laid by National Grid in residential areas 
across Walsall. 

It is set to cause months of disruptions for motorists, 
council bosses have announced. The work will be carried out 
in Rushall, Bloxwich and Darlaston. 


Over the next 12 months 
the electricity and gas 
company will be renewing 
more than 200 miles of gas 
mains across the whole of 
the West Midlands, costing 
£60 million. 

The pipes being laid in 
Walsall will serve hundreds 
of homes, businesses, shops 
and offices. 

Metal gas mains will be 
replaced by more modern 
plastic pipes. 

Promise 

Stephen Murray, contract 
manager at National Grid, 
said: “People across Walsall 
enjoy a safe and reliable gas 
supply and our job is to make 
sure it stays that way. 

“This year we’ll have 
more of a focus on residen¬ 
tial areas. 

We promise we’ll let 
people know when we’re 
about to start work and we’ll 
get the job done as quickly 
and as tidily as possible.

“We’ll do our best to keep 
traffic flowing and to make 
sure streets and driveways 
remain accessible,” he 
added. 

But National Grid spokes¬ 
woman Jane Taylor added 
that there could be some dis¬ 
ruption. 

She said: “The majority of 
the works are taking place in 
residential areas rather 
than on main roads. If 
absolutely necessary we will 
use temporary lights. 

“Where we can keep roads 
open then we will do.” 

Once in the ground, the 
pipes will last at least 80 
years and will need little or 
no maintenance. 

National Grid is under¬ 
taking a £22 billion pro¬ 
gramme of investment in 
the company’s energy net¬ 
works in the UK and 
America over the next five 
years. 


New lights save money 
and the environment 



THE use of new street lights in Walsall is helping to reduce 
the borough’s carbon footprint, says the town’s environ¬ 
ment boss. 

New LED lights have been installed around Bloxwich as 
part of an ‘invest to save’ project. 

Environment chief councillor Tom Ansell insisted it was 
not just a money-saving exercise but also reduced energy 
bills. 

He added that despite some initial complaints over the 
change in the type of lights, a survey showed the majority 
of residents were happy with them. 

More than 590 old-style sodium orange lights in Bloxwich 
were replaced by the council’s partners Amey last March. 

A £250,000 scheme to replace lights in Leamore is also 
underway now.

Chicken 
shelter is 
looking 
to move 

OWNER of a sanctuary in 
Walsall which rehouses 
chickens and other animals 
says he is searching for a 
new place for his centre. 

Stephen Sankey said he 
had spent the past eight 
years looking for a new base 
but had no luck. 

He hopes to secure a site 
where under-privileged chil¬ 
dren can go to get up close 
with the animals. 

Mr Sankey cares for chick¬ 
ens and other animals which 
have been abandoned. He 
does it on a voluntary basis. 

He is currently running 
the sanctuary from the back 
garden of his home in Well 
Lane, in Blakenall. 

Defended 

The father-of-five 

defended his sanctuary and 
said it was in a good condi¬ 
tion and used by the RSPCA. 

He said he had all the nec¬ 
essary certificates to keep 
chickens and other animals 
and claims that, despite 
visits from environmental 
health, no enforcement 
action has ever been taken. 

A report produced 
recently by Walsall Council 
revealed a visit to the garden 
had found it was tidier and 
the number of chickens had 
been reduced. 

“I want to find land where 
we can live and set up the 
sanctuary for kids to come 
and visit and use,” said Mr 
Sankey. 

“I do a lot of work all year 
round to try and help the 
community and to look after 
these animals.” 

Mr Sankey, who runs the 
sanctuary from his garden 
with his son Jason, was 
recently told by Walsall 
Council to reduce the 
number of chickens he takes 
in to just 50. At one point, he 
had up to 250 chickens in his 
garden. 

Neighbours have com¬ 
plained about the smell

Road closure 
is put on hold 

THE overnight closure of a 
busy Walsall route, as part of 
a £400,000 congestion- 
busting scheme, has been 
put on hold. 

Bescot Road was to shut 
as part of the upgrading 
traffic signals and improv¬ 
ing pedestrian facilities 
around junction nine of the 
M6. It was expected the 
overnight closures would be 
in place from the Wallows 
Lane junction from April 16 
to 23. But the closure during 
work has been put on hold to 
a date to be confirmed. 

Work on the project, led by 
the Highways Agency, is now 
under way. It is due to be 
completed by May 28. 

The scheme will be among 
the first ‘pinch-point’ 
improvement schemes to be 
carried out in the West Mid¬ 
lands and is the start of a £50 
million upgrade to the roads. 


Addict jailed for harassing pensioner H 



A FATHER banned from contacting a Walsall pensioner 
after harassing him into handing over his £9,000 life 
savings is beginning a 12-month prison sentence for repeat¬ 
edly breaching the restraining order. 

Richard Featherstone preyed on 81-year-old Richard 
Williams, pestering him for money to feed his crack cocaine 
hasbit. He was jailed for 11 weeks last December for harass¬ 
ment. The 35-year-old, of Whitehall Road, Palfrey, was 
served with a restraining order forbidding any more contact 
with Mr William but last week was hauled before Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court and labelled a “manipulative bully” 
after breaching the order for a third and fourth time. 

The court heard he had taken virtually all of Mr Williams’ 
savings and left him worried about his future. 


Ms Sati Ruck, prosecuting, said Featherstone went to the 
home of Mr Williams on March 24 and was given £70 after 
claiming he needed the money to pay for vets bills. 

He again breached the restraining order by phoning the 
pensioner two days later. Ms Ruck told the court that Mr 
Williams had described how the constant harassment had 
upset him. 

Ashamed 

Featherstone admitted two breaches of the restraining 
order. Mr Stephen Cadwaladr, in mitigation, said Feather¬ 
stone had met Mr Williams on good terms before he became 
addicted to class A drugs, and was ashamed to have taken 
advantage of him to get money to buy drugs. 


He said: “Featherstone, now that he is not under the 
influence of crack cocaine, recognises the seriousness of 
what he has done.” 

He told the court Featherstone had attempted suicide in 
the past and had been caring for his partner, who has arthri¬ 
tis. During an appearance at Walsall Magistrates Court, 
Featherstone was said to have been suffering because his 
four-year-old son had been diagnosed with meningitis. 

Recorder Abigail Nixon told him he had repeatedly 
breached an order put in place to protect a “vulnerable” 
man. Jailing him for eight months for the first breach and 
four months for the second, to run consecutively, she 
warned him: “If you continue to breach that order, the sen¬ 
tences will get longer and longer.” 


£ 80 k fall in income 
from council markets 


INCOME from council-run markets has 
slumped by more than £80,000 in a year as 
fewer traders take up stalls in Walsall. 

New figures show that income of £763,428 was raised in 
the 12 months to the end of March, compared with £848,416 
the previous year. The amount the council spent on the 
markets dropped by £47,026. 

The market in Walsall town centre made a profit of more 
than £250,000 in the last 12 months, helping to cover losses 
of £22,000 at Willenhall. 

Expenditure on markets dropped in 2012-13 but Walsall 
Council insist that they 
remain an “important part” 
of the borough. Plans for a 
new £1 million town centre 
market are being developed. 

The Walsall market made 
a profit of £256,000 com¬ 
pared with £313,000 the pre-

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I TRIED the BBC’s new social 
class calculator three times, and 
came up with three different 
answers. Apparently, I can't be 
“traditional working class” 
because I don’t go to “gigs”. But 
should anybody over 40 admit to 
going to “gigs” anyway?

Looking down the list, I know a 
teacher, a nurse and a university 
lecturer. I think a chap I meet 
twice a year might be an electri¬ 
cian, but I could have that wrong. 
Does the bloke who owns an 
engineering works in Bilston 
count as a chief executive? 

The survey seems to assume 
we all live our social lives around 
the dinner party circuit. 

Maybe those who came up 
with the questions think that the 
“traditional working class”, when 
not at gigs, spend their time 
hosting their special brand of 
dinner parties. You know, where 
people sit around the table 
quaffing cans of Special Brew 
while watching videos of Jeremy 
Kyle, and discussing the life of a 
shop assistant or a lorry driver.

Pat still gets a kick 
from life in football 


Pat Wright has spent more than 
half a century in football but still 
has passion for the game and for 
encouraging the new generation. 

CRAIG HUGHES meets him 


HE was a professional foot¬ 
baller, coached future interna¬ 
tionals and worked for greats 
such as Brian Clough and Don 
Revie. 

The passion for football is showing no 
signs of dwindling for 72-year-old Pat 
Wright. The football fanatic, who origi¬ 
nally hails from Oldbury, launched his 
academy more than 30 years ago after a 
playing career which started in Birming¬ 
ham as a teenager. 

After well over 200 first team games 
with spells at Blues, club captain at 
Shrewsbury, Derby and Portsmouth, he 
went on to manage and coach in the 
Middle East. 

Pat originally got involved in coaching 
during his late 20s, while still playing, and 
has gone on to develop hundreds of young 
players through his own football academy. 

Boss 

Former England and Aston Villa mid¬ 
fielder Lee Hendrie, Republic of Ireland 
centre-half Sean St Ledger and ex-West 
Bromwich Albion and current Leicester 
winger Lloyd Dyer are just some to have 
honed their skills under his tutelage. 

He has worked with current Walsall 
boss Dean Smith and former Saddlers 
defender Stuart Watkiss, who went on to 
manage Kidderminster Harriers and 
Mansfield. 

The lifestyles of the current crop of foot¬ 
ballers are a world away from the when he 
started. Pat, who played right back and 
was a West Bromwich Albion fan as a 
child, was spotted by scouts at Birming¬ 
ham when 15. He was part time by the 
time he made his debut aged 19, also 
working as an engineer at London Works 
(Barlows) Ltd in Oldbury. 

He would regularly go to work, then 


trainings, not getting home until 9pm, 
as he came through the ranks - even 
later when there was an away game. 

“I used to get up at 6.30am, work until 
5pm and then go to St Andrew’s three 
nights a week,” he said. “Now they talk 
about players being tired but its a load 
of rubbish. 

“Putting that shirt on, even playing in 
the seventh team, was a tremendously 
proud feeling, then graduating through 


to the first team. It was just a fantastic 
feeling to get out and play in front of big 
crowds.” 

When at Shrewsbury he got the call to 
link up with Clough at Derby in 1967. 
“He had terrific standards, discipline, 
you had got to do things right,” said Pat. 

He became player-manager at non¬ 
league Waterlooville and also did coach¬ 
ing at Portsmouth at the same time. 
Then he was contacted by former 


Coventry chairman and former Match Of 
The Day presenter Jimmy Hill in the 
1970s to help assist Saudi Arabia. 

During that time he came across the old 
Leeds boss and United Arab Emirates 
chief Don Revie. Pat sought him out and 
they went on to work together. 

The father-of-one, who now lives in 
Great Barr, enjoyed his time in the Middle 
East where he got to play alongside 
England World Cup winning captain 
Bobby Moore and goalkeeper Ray 
Clemence. 

Working alongside Clough and Revie 
reinforced his commitment to discipline 
and his work ethic. It helped fuel his 
desire to coach talented youngsters. 

Stunted 

“I just love football, I love seeing kids 
develop,” he said. “I get tremendous pride 
seeing them become internationals. 

“Our kids at the moment, because 
clubs are bringing a lot of foreign players 
over, are being stunted. My passion is to 
get as many English kids as we can to a 
good level of football. 

“You won’t get anywhere in football if 
you haven’t got a great work ethic, a 
tremendous attitude and coachability, 
that is listening and understanding what 
the coach says.” 

He also remembers having the current 
Saddlers boss as a youngster. 

“I am very, very proud of what Dean has 
done and he is going to be an outstanding 
manager. He is playing the game properly 
and he talks a proper game. He was a stal¬ 
wart at Walsall and he has done an out¬ 
standing job.” 

Pat’s academy runs at St Francis of 
Assisi School in Erdington Road, 
Aldridge, on Wednesdays from 6 to 
7.30pm. He has launched a new class for 
five to six years-olds which has been 
inspired by the Barcelona system to teach 
technique and discipline. 

Sessions are also held for six to 11 year- 
olds on a Friday 6.30-7.30pm and for 
those aged 11 to 16 between 7.30 and 
9pm.

The Government offered grants to 
councils that froze their council tax for 
2013/14, many councils did freeze their 
council tax, which included Birming¬ 
ham, Sandwell, Wolverhampton, 
Dudley, Coventry, Solihull etc. 

Those councils that did raise council 
tax were few and only rose by 0.8 per 
cent. 

Why didn’t they protest against this? 


Is not this council tax going to affect 
less well-off residents in Walsall ? 

When I received my council tax bill 
for 2013/14 it was so high I put in a 
appeal to council. I was overcharged by 
£600 for the year. Who else in Walsall 
has been overcharged council tax? 

Any Walsall residents who feel their 
bill is too high should put in an appeal 
to the council. Don’t pay what you 
should not be paying. 

Councillors should spend more time 
in the community, speaking to resi¬ 
dents and business, rather than spend¬ 
ing time in too many meetings.

Thousands of tenants to 
be hit by 'bedroom tax' 

I HAVE been informed by the chief executive at Walsall 
Housing Group (whg) that there are over 2,000 tenants of 
the organisation who are affected by the bedroom tax. 

Other housing associations covering the borough would 
also have a considerable number in the same position. 

Mr Gary Fulford makes the point in his letter to me that 
whg can only assist with downsizing when smaller proper¬ 
ties become vacant. 

This means that even those tenants who, in order to avoid 
the bedroom tax, wish to move will not be able to do so for a 
long time. I would assume this will apply no less to other 
tenants of social landlords locally. 

Tenants who receive housing benefit will not be exempt 
if they are disabled, unless there is an overnight carer. 

Further, non-custodial parents whose arrangements are 
made for children to stay with them on certain days or week¬ 
ends will be subject as well to the tax.

MP in bedroom tax protest 


VETERAN Walsall MP David Winnick and two 
of his Labour colleagues visited the Prime 
Minister’s country residence Chequers to 
hand over a letter of protest over the contro¬ 
versial ‘bedroom tax’. 

The Walsall North MP travelled to the mansion in Buck¬ 
inghamshire, which he claims has up to 10 “extra bed¬ 
rooms”. 

He was joined by Oldham West MP Michael Meacher and 
Luton North MP Kelvin Hopkins to call on PM David 
Cameron to pay bedroom tax on his spare rooms. 

The trio were making their feelings known over the con¬ 


troversial measure, which came into force this month, 
which sees housing benefit recipients with a spare bedroom 
forced to take a cut of 14 per cent - or 25 per cent for two 
spare rooms. 

In a letter to Mr Cameron, Mr Winnick labelled the 
bedroom tax “unjust and cruelly vindictive”. He wrote: 
“These families, amongst the poorest in Britain, will be 
forced to pay from their own subsistence income extra rent 
amounting to about £11 a week or about £20 to £25 a week. 

“If they cannot afford this extra rent, they will be forced 
out of their homes.” 

He asked Mr Cameron “under the circumstances” to pay 
a contribution for the “spare rooms” at Chequers.

Thieves caught on CCTV 


TWO men who stole alcohol and 
cigarettes from their employer 
have been spared an immediate 
jail sentence. 

Paul Gwilt, aged 25, and his colleague 
Cristiann Purcell, 24, were caught after 
thefts from Blakemore Foods in Walsall. 

Prosecutor Mrs Sati Ruck told Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court that the two had 
worked for the business when goods were 
taken during the night. 

She said: “CCTV was viewed on January 
13 and it showed a male take a cart of lager 
and put it in his own vehicle at about 
10.30pm. It showed the same thing happen¬ 
ing at about midnight. Then a second male 
put four boxes of cigarettes into his vehicle.” 

Purcell, of Boswell Road, Bilston, and 
Gwilt, of Edwinstowe Close, Stourbridge, 


pleaded guilty to the theft of cigarettes 
worth £5,749 between September 30 last 
year and February 1 this year. They also 
admitted theft of lager and cigarettes worth 
about £700 between January 29 and Febru¬ 
ary 1 this year. No mitigation was offered. 

Character 

Recorder Miss Abigail Nixon told Purcell: 
“You’ve had a difficult background and are 
very supportive of your sister. I accept this 
was out of character.” To Gwilt, she said: 
“The pre-sentence report says you like to 
work hard. You’re supportive of your 
partner and a young child.” 

Both men were sentenced to four months 
in jail suspended for 12 months. They will 
get 12 months supervision. Purcell will have 
to attend a victim awareness course. Gwilt 
was ordered to do 100 hours’ unpaid work.

Green light for shops 
and homes on pub site 


A SHOPPING and homes complex will be 
created on the site of a former Bloxwich pub 
after receiving the go-ahead from planners. 

The mixed residential and retail scheme will be built on 
the old Butler’s Arms site which sits off the main Bloxwich 


Road. It comes after original 
proposals were turned down 
almost three years ago and 
follows £230,000 improve¬ 
ments at the junction with 
Harden Road. 

The pub was pulled down 
following vandalism and 
anti-social behaviour and 
the scheme will see four 
retail units, 10 two bedroom 
apartments and eight sup¬ 
ported living units created.

ROAD improvements costing 
around £120,000 are being ear¬ 
marked for Darlaston town 
centre in a bid to cut accidents. 

Chicanes and anti-skid surfacing are 
being considered by Walsall Council in 
moves to increase safety. 

There is regular congestion around the 
Bull Stake area where Pinfold Street, St 
Lawrence Way, Darlaston Road and Walsall 
Road meet. 

Town centre safety measures are being 
developed, although subject to funding. It 
comes as £400,000 plans for 20mph speed 
limits and narrow roads in the heart of 
Walsall are being put forward. 

Slowing 

Transport chief Tom Ansell said there 
were 10 reported accidents, two classed as 
serious, in Darlaston over three years. 

“We are looking at Walsall town centre as 
well, so we can make it safer for people 
without worrying too much about cross¬ 
ing,” he said. 

“Chicanes are far better for slowing 
traffic down than speed humps.” 

Darlaston’s bus interchange is being 
lined up for better facilities and passenger 
information, the council setting aside 
£30,000 to help develop a scheme including 
crossings, as part of a project with transport 
authority Centro. 

The council says there were more than 40 
accidents in Walsall town centre between 
December 2009 and 2012 - most being 
slight collisions between pedestrians and 
cars. 

Bridge Street and Lichfield Street are 
being assessed, although work is subject to 
funding.

Water way to chronicle the history of canal 



NEW light has been shed 
on the story of the Wyrley 
and Essington Canal in a 
new book that chronicles 
its many changes. 

Written by local history expert 
Ray Shill, the book looks back at 
the landmarks, barges and people 
that made the canal the lifeblood 
of the Midlands coal trade. 

The waterway, now a shadow of 
its former self, is brought back to 
life with more than 120 pictures 
spread over the 96 pages of Wyrley 
& Essington Canal Through Time. 

Its story begins in 1792 when 
plans were granted by an Act of 
Parliament to connect the col¬ 
lieries at Essington and Wyrley 
Bank to Wolverhampton and 
Walsall. 

The route, masterminded by 
local businessmen James Hordern 
and Henry Vernon was brought in 
to use to compete with Bilston, 
Coseley and Tipton who were util¬ 
ising the Birmingham Canal Nav-

igations. The construction of the 
canal helped a number of local 
businessmen from bricklayers, 
ston masons and carpenters as 
well as more than 100 navies that 
would make the cuts into the land 
led by John Brawn. 

Each was initially paid three 
shillings a day but with men 
leaving for other canals the addi¬ 
tion of a free dinner on Easter 
Monday plus a shilling of ale kept 
many on. 

By January 1793 water had 
been let in to the canal from local 
streams and in 1794 it was 
extended to connect it with the 
Coventry canal system that served 
Brownhills, Rushall and Goscote. 

However it wasn’t till the 
heyday of the 1840s that business 
really took off. By then much had 
changed and many small branches 
and offshoots serving the Black 
Country’s growing industries and 
collieries had been dug, along with 


a connection to the important 
Birmingham Navigation Canal. 
During this period millions of 
tonnes of coal were hauled in 
barges by horses, feeding the 
growing heart of Britain’s expand¬ 
ing empire. An entire culture 
would grow up around the canal 
with families living and working 
in their boats all year round. 

Constant expansions and 
mergers where made along with 
improvements to the water supply 
including the construction of 
Chasewater and the building of 
more locks. For years the canal 
would be the dominant form of 
transport for Britain’s heavy 
industry until the emergence of 
the trains and lorries. The branch 
would finally cease use in around 
1964 and it soon fell into disrepair. 

The book ends as the Lichfield 
and Hatherton Canal Trust con¬ 
tinues to uncover more sections of 
the route. 

It is available at £14.99 through 
Amberley Publishing.

Dramatic series draws 
to a great conclusion 


S o, have you figured out whodunit 
yet? Usually, the resolution of a 
whodunit is guessable, especially 
one that has lasted several weeks in 
which each suspect has been examined 
and dismissed (or otherwise) throughout 
the run.

Usually, the resolution of a whodunit is 
guessable, especially one that has lasted 
several weeks in which each suspect 
has been examined and dismissed (or 
otherwise) throughout the run. 

But not Broadchurch - it’s been a 
different breed altogether, and thank 
goodness for that. Too many dramas 
these days have been made to appeal to 
viewers with short attention spans; 
they’re smart, snappy and scenes last 
about 30 seconds. 

However, this eight-part series from 
acclaimed writer Chris Chibnall has been 
a slow-burner, with the patience of 
audience members rewarded with one of 
the most gripping plots we’ve seen in a 
long while. 

So far we’ve learned that Danny 
Latimer has been murdered and that 
most of the people in the town of 
Broadchurch, where he lived, have 


something to hide and so could, possibly, 
have bumped him off in an attempt to 
keep their secret under wraps for ever. 

And that’s about it really - although 
we’re just as keen to find out what’s 
really wrong with Dl Alec Hardy, the 
detective in charge of the case, as we 
are the identity of the killer. 

But no matter how intriguing the 
storyline, the programme just wouldn’t be 
worth tuning in for if it wasn’t for the 
acting, which has been of a uniformly 
high standard. At the centre of it all is 
Jodie Whittaker as Beth, Danny’s grief- 
stricken mother. 

The 30-year-old Huddersfield-born 
actress is making a habit of playing 
young mums - in BBC Two’s Royal 
Wedding, she was a woman who’d had 
a baby at 15, and she’s in the same 
situation here. 

No doubt her next role will be very 
different, but there’s no denying she’s the 
heart and soul of this series. And what’s 
particularly interesting is that during 
filming, neither she nor the rest of the 
cast knew who the killer was. 

“I only got the first episode for the 
audition and I found that quite nerve- 
wracking, not knowing where it was 


going,” she says. “But that’s a really great 
thing to do because it keeps you anxious 
the whole way through. It keeps you 
guessing and makes you not trust any of 
the other characters; which you wouldn’t 
do in that environment. 

‘That first episode was heart-breaking 
to read, but you met so many interesting 
characters. When I came on board, 

David Tennant, Olivia Colman, Vicky 
McClure and Andrew Buchan were 
already attached. Every week, new 
names were signed to it which was really 
exciting to think you would be working 
with them on an ensemble piece. 

“Not a lot of dramas are ensemble and 
there are about 20 of us.” 

But it hasn’t just been the human cast 
that Jodie has enjoyed being around - 
the Dorset scenery has almost been a 
character itself. 

“I always enjoy filming on location as 
there is that feeling that you can be in it 
the whole time; you are staying away, 
you don’t have to deal with normal life 
when you get home from work, so it’s 
been a great experience.” 

It’s been great watching it too - here’s 
hoping the last episode lives up to 
expectations.

MILLIONS of Brits reckon their home is a 
‘pigsty’ because they are just too busy to 
clean, according a new study. 

Researchers have found that seven in 10 of us are unable 
to find the time to take care of everyday chores such as vac¬ 
uuming, dusting and cleaning the bathroom. 

Fifty-seven per cent of people even admitted they have 
times when they would describe their home as a ‘pigsty’ 
because they never have a chance to tidy it up. 

More than one in five have even refused to let people into 
their home because it was in such a mess. 

A spokesperson for cleaning product firm Spontex, which 
commissioned the research, said: “We are leading busier 
lives than ever and when you are juggling so much, it’s 
inevitable that something has to give. 

Chunks 

“And it seems that for many, staying on top of their house¬ 
hold chores and keeping their home spotless is what they 
are letting fall by the wayside. But this means that many 
Brits aren’t happy with the state of the home,and it’s alarm¬ 
ing to see that so many even have times when they would 
describe their home as being like a pigsty. 

“Cleaning can be done in small chunks which makes it 
much more manageable to fit everything in and around 
your everyday life. If you are struggling to fit the chores in, 
rather than doing a big clean once in a while, running the 
vacuum round one day and then cleaning the bathrooms the 
next can make life a lot easier.” 

The study of 2,000 people found that 63 per cent do not 
think their home is as clean as they would like it to be, with 
half of those blaming this on being too busy to clean. 
Another 39 per cent simply do not like cleaning while 21 per 
cent do not think they are very good at it. Almost a quarter 
say they have got better things to do than worry about the 
state of their house. 

Forty-two per cent have never cleaned their home from 
top to bottom, and even those who did had to admit it was 
an average of almost five months since they last did this. 

More than one in 10 owned up to not cleaning their bath¬ 
room for at least a month nor having done any ironing for a 
year. 

One in 20 had not washed clothes and one in 10 had not 
got the vacuum out for a month or more. Almost one in 10 
had not used a duster for at least six months, while one in 
20 admitted it had been at least a year since mopping a 
floors. More than one in 20 owned up to never cleaning their 
windows. 

Researchers also revealed that a third of people’s homes 
are such a mess that visitors or friends have commented on 
the state of it. More than half have rowed with their other 
half about the mess. 

It also emerged that 73 per cent of people regularly shove 
things under cushions or behind sofas, so any clutter is out 
of sight when someone pops in. 

While 60 per cent have shut doors to certain rooms so 
guests cannot see the mess. Despite this, 90 per cent claim 
they consider themselves to be a tidy person.

IN APRIL, for the last two seasons 
at least, Walsall have been left 
wondering what division they 
would be in. 

This year the question remains, but no- 
one expected one of the answers to be the 
Championship, writes Nick Mashiter. 

And after Saturday’s draw with Scun¬ 
thorpe the fairytale still remains - just. Two 
points dropped, but one gained on the top six 
with just two games remaining. 

The Saddlers are so near after coming so 
far. Their 1-0 win at Scunthorpe 13 months 
ago was a giant leap to safety and this year’s 
disappointment - after Niall Canavan’s late 
leveller - simply highlights their progress. 

The frustration of another missed oppor¬ 
tunity was palpable and justifiably so after 
Swindon and Tranmere both lost. 

Watershed 

Victory would have put them in the top six 
and with the momentum, but a draw leaves 
a bitter taste. One result, five draws from 
the last six games - and indeed the 13 
winless games earlier - on their own do not 
kill the season. It is the whole campaign. 

If the Saddlers finish 16 games unbeaten 
and still don’t make the play-offs they will 
doff their cap to those who do and admit, 
this time, they weren’t good enough. 

The goal has gone from avoiding relega¬ 
tion to making the play-offs in just four 
short months and that cannot be over¬ 
looked. 

Wherever the Saddlers finish, it must go 
down as a watershed season which heralds a 
new era. The club’s direction has changed 
thanks to manager Dean Smith’s persist¬ 
ence, the club’s faith and the players’ 
progress. 

Keeping the core of the squad has also 
been a major move and the club has one 
more key deal to complete. 

Will Grigg’s 20th goal of the season will 
inevitably draw more unwanted interest 


from other clubs with the striker in pro¬ 
tracted talks with the Saddlers. Not since 
Jorge Leitao in 2000-01 has a Saddlers 
player hit that magical 20-goal mark. After 
just four last season and four the year before 
that, the 21-year-old typifies Walsall’s new 
beginning.
